Italian Hydro-Aeroplanes Make} Former Canadian Pacific Liner 
a Successful Night Raid Wiped Out With Crew of 240 
Causing Great Damage and Eighty Workmen 


’ London.—The British battleship 
Majestic was sunk by a torpedo in the 
Dardanelles May 27, and the British 
naval auxiliary Princess Irene was 
blown up at her pier in Sherness har 
bor with a loss of 324 lives. The loss 
of life in the disaster to the Majestic 
{s not known, but the Admiralty an- 
nounces that most of her officers and 
crew were saved, 

These two naval disasters, coming 
within twenty-four hours of the sink- 
ing of the battleship Triumph in the 
Dardanelles, have cast a gloom over 
London, both official and unofficial. 

Added to.thig is a deep air of mys- 
tery. The blowing up of the Princess 
Irene, the Pacific Coast liner taken 


Geneva.—The Italians are continu- 
ing their advance into Carinthia.

“On the Tyrol-Trentino front an ar- 
tillery combat continues between our 
fortified positions and those of the 
enemy at Tontale on the Asiago 
Plateau. 

“To the north we have extended 

the territory occupied up to the 
mouth of the Chiese river in Lake 
Idro and have occupied the rugged 
mountainous zone extending between 
Lakes Idro and Garda. 
“Notables of Teaze in Val Sugana 
and other occupied parts presented 
themselves to our authorities, express- 
ing sentiments of patriotism and the 
devotion of the population. 

“Our Alpine troops continue sue 
cessful combats on the Carnicla front, 
where we are capturing prisoners.

Collection in Excess of the Five 
Million Raised by Levy 


Sacramento.—The State of Califor- 


Panama-Pacific International Expost- 
tion, and ‘if the exposition is the great 
success financially the promoters ex- 
pect it to be, the State will make its 
pro rata of such profit. The taxpay- 
ers made thig first donation to the 
State’s exchequer by paying excess 
taxes. 

According to the report of State 
Controller Chambers, the State has 
collected $20,000 in excess of the $5,- 
000,000 originally intended to be 
raised by the State. 

The rate of taxation per $100 of 
assessed valuation was .039 and the 
levy raised $5,020,000. Of this amount 
$5,000,000 has been turned over. 

Under the law which created the 
tax, all excess collections revert to 
the State general fund, together with 
the pro rata of profits accruing to the 
Exposition Commission, if any.

Germans and Austrians Struggle 
Desperately to Encircle the 
Fortress of Przemysl 


London.—The battle for the Fortress 
of Przemysl, in Middle Galicia, remains 
the ontstanding feature of the war. 
There has been heavy fighting north 
of Arras, where the French continue to 
make progress, the Germans admitting 
their evacuation of Ablain, but this 
is a small affair compared with what 
is going on around Przemysl. 

The Germans and Austrians, with 
an enormous weight of artillery, con- 
tinue to fight desperately in an. effort 
to encircle the fortress, which is al- 
ready reported to be under bombard- 
ment. Their armies on the San, to the 
north of Przemysl have, however, ap- 
parently received a check. The Rus 
sians, after driving them back across 
the San, in the neighborhood of Sien- 
awa, have now turned their attention 
to the forces which crossed the river 
to the north ang south ef Jaroslau, and 
have been delivering furious attacks. 
All of these Austrians and Germans 
claim to have repulsed. 

To the southeast ef Przemysl, the 
Teutonic allies are meeting with more 
success, but the progress is not so rapid 
as it was a few days ago and the com- 
munications to Lemberg, which were 
reported to have been severed, are still 
intact. 

Except for their admission of the 
evacuation of Ablain, which they say 
was carried out without the knowledge 
of the French, the Germans claim to 
have repulsed all attacks along the

BOGUS REPRESENTATIVE 
FLEECE PROMINENT MEN 


Dr. Karl Muck Causes Capture 
Atter Giving up $300 


San Francisco.—What the police as- 
sert was a wholesale swindling of rich 
German-Americans ended Saturday 
night, May 29, in the arrest at the 
Fairmont Hotel of Henry M. Meyers, 
alias Frank M. Granlan, living at the 
Berg Hotel, 221 Mason street, at the 
instance of Dr. Karl Muck, director 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

Dr. Muck charged that he had been 
fleeced of $300 by Meyers, who claimed 
to be representing the “Fatherland,” 
a German newspaper. published by the 
New York German Press and devoted 
to the Teuton cause. 

Meyer sought to escape from Detec- 
tive Fred Kracke when he was taken 
into custody, but aftér-—a flerce fight 
with the officer failed in his attempt. 

Dr. Muck said he gave Meyers $100 
on May 21st to aid the, “Fatherland,” 
on credentials submitted by him stat- 
ing that the paper needed funds’ with 
which to “refute English lies” printed 
in the United States.

DROUTH IN IS HISTOR 


Rivers Only Beds of Dust and 
Stock Perishing From Thirst 


‘ San Francisco.—Sheep and cattle 
are commencing to die in numbers in 
Australia and they will continue to die 
for many months to come at an alarm- 
ing rate, according to Elwood Mead, 
for eight years chairmail of taé State 
Rivers and Water Supply Commission 
of Victoria, who returued te Califor- 
nia on the Sonoma wiih his family. 
There has been no growing rain in 
Australia for eighteen months, he 
with the exception of small 
amounts near the coast, and the cost 
of feed is so great that it is not profit- 
able to try to save the stock. 

“Above the Darling, the Murry river 
is nothing but a bed of dust for all of 
300 miles,” said Mead when he ar- 
rived here. “Last season people who 
had irrigated land leased it for $50 an 
aere to feed stock, but with the lack 
of rain and further drying up of the 
rivers they could not get water for 
irrigation, 

“Alfalfa hay is selling in the coast 
cities for $50 a ton and the interior as 
high as $75, so it is almost impossible 
to get feed for stock. Grain is, of 
course, as high in proportion. 

“This is the worst drought in the 
history of Australia. In 1902 over 
19,000,000 sheep died from laek of 
water, and there will be several times 
that number perish during the pres- 
ent dry spell it seems.”

Ivory Carvers of Canton. 

There are in Canton, China, about 
forty shops in which articles of ivory 
are made and sold. Hach shop ts 
small; it consists usually of a show- 
room that opens to the street, and a 
back room where the cutting is done. 
The industry falls into two stages— 
cutting and carving, says an English 
paper. Tusks imported from Siam con- 
stitute the raw material. These are 
first cut by a saw into shapes that are 
suitable for the carvers to work on. 
The cutting apparatus consists of a 
wooden block or vise, a saw and a tub 
of water. The workman fixes the ivory 
firmly in the vise, molstens it with 
water and cuts it to the desited thick- 
ness. 

After the cutting is finished, the 
workmen carve the pieces into shape 
with knives of many different kinds. 
All of them, however, have short 
blades and long handles made of bam- 
.boo. The carvers rlso use saws made 
of wire and a gimlet worked by a 
twirling apparatus of leather. 

There are only a few expert ivory 
workers in Canton; in fact, there are 
said to be only six of them. An expert 
carver seldom works in the shop that 
employs him. He generally works in 
his own house, and can earn about 
thirty dollars a week in Canton cur 
rency.—Youth’s) Companion. 


Motor Trench Digger. 

One of the most interesting of the 
appliances used in thé war is the mo- 
tor plough that the Germans employ. 
It cuts a trench three feet wide and 
three feet deep at the rate of one yard 
a minute, or more. Under favorable 
soll conditions it will even cut a hun- 
dred yards of trench in an hour, and 
threw up the sod on one side to form a 
rampart. It therefore does the work 
of two hundred men, and can be kept 
going night and day. The Prussian 
army carried twenty of the ploughs, 
first into Belgium and then into 
France, but since September the 
French troops have got possession of 
fifteen of thém.--¥gath's Companion.

In this way 
the processes of preserving foods have 
also been useful in the matter of 
preservation of health.

The Cathedral of Mexico was begun 
in 1573; but so marshy was the land 
that after 50 years of work, the wall 
was only 200 feet above ground, al- 
though the Spaniards had used the 
stones of the Aztec temple as theiz 
foundation. ‘.'wo hundred years weré 
necessary to complete the sacristy and 
chapel, for the cathedral is over 400 
feet long; with height of 179 feet, not 
counting the tower, which measures 
240 feet. Its magnificence of altar 
furnishings, with lamp before the 
sanctuary reputed to have cost $80, 
000, glittering with jewels; its dark 
cream walls and 14 chapels, suggest 
that Croesus rather than Cortez was 
the master builder.
